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Market  Report 


Market  Report 


At  the  Shows 

The  Metropolitan  New  York  Sale,  the  Las  Vegas 
Numismatic  Society  Convention  and  the  Bowers 
<Sc  Ruddy  Auction  (featuring  the  Garrett  Collec¬ 
tion)  highlighted  market  activity  during  the  month 
of  March.  In  general,  the  shows  were  fairly  well  at¬ 
tended  with  buying  interest  somewhat  higher  than 
a  few  weeks  ago.  Circulated  Type  coins,  Indian 
Cents,  BU  rolls  and  properly  graded  silver  dollars 
saw  the  most  trading  activity.  Yet  dealers  are  still 
willing  to  pay  substantial  premiums  for  virtually  all 
MS-65  specimens  when  they  appear  on  the 
marketplace.  For  example,  an  1857-0  Liberty 
Seated  Dime  in  Gem  Uncirculated  (MS-65)  condi¬ 
tion  recently  traded  in  the  mid-four  figure  range. 

At  the  Bowers  <Sc  Ruddy  Auction,  an  Uncir¬ 
culated  1792  Birch  Cent  brought  $200,000. 

Gold 

Gold  bullion  has  settled  at  $509,  up  $19  since  our 
last  report.  Maple  Leafs,  Kruggerands  and  other 
bullion-related  items  have  experienced  similar  price 
changes.  Activity  has  slowed  slightly  for  Quarter 
Eagles,  Half  Eagles  and  Eagles  from  the  late 
1795-1812  period.  But  when  any  one  of  these  coins 
appear  at  a  show  or  auction  in  MS-65  condition, 
they  are  snapped  up  immediately.  Dealers  and 
collector/investors  are  willing  to  exceed  bid  levels 
when  they  come  across  Gem  quality  specimens.  In¬ 
dian  Head  Eagles  in  XF  to  AU  are  gaining  in 
popularity,  along  with  better-date  St.  Gaudens 
Double  Eagles  in  AU  to  Uncirculated  condition. 

Silver 

Silver  bullion  dropped  slightly  since  last  month’s 
report,  settling  at  $11.70  per  ounce.  In  the  silver 
collectible  coin  area,  BU  silver  dollar  rolls  are 
trading  at  prices  slightly  higher  than  bid  levels, 
with  1883,  1884  and  1885  issues  in  the  forefront. 
Better  dates  in  MS-60  to  MS-63  condition  are 
holding  steady  because  of  the  price  gap  between 
MS-65  coins  and  the  lower  Uncirculated  grades. 
While  the  demand  for  Walking  Liberty  Half 
Dollars,  Franklin  Half  Dollars  and  Mercury  Dimes 
is  holding  steady,  buyers  will  pay  slight  premiums 
for  Gem  Uncirculated  specimens. 


Copper 

Most  issues  of  circulated  copper  coins,  particularly 
Half  Cents  through  Two  Cent  pieces,  are  trading 
comfortably  at  bid  levels.  The  demand  is  fairly 
strong  for  better-date  Lincoln  Cents,  including  the 
1909-S  VDB,  1914-D  and  1955  doubled  die  issues. 
The  1856  Hying  Eagle  Cent  and  Indian  Head 
Cents  from  the  late  1860’s  and  1870’s  are  also 
being  sought.  One  key  date  is  the  1877  Indian 
Head  Cent  which  has  a  mintage  of  852,500  —  the 
lowest  of  the  series.  The  rising  strength  of  copper 
issues  could  be  attributed  to  recent  reports  that  the 
Treasury  Department  plans  to  change  the  com¬ 
position  of  one  cent  pieces  to  97.6%  zinc  and  2.4% 
copper  by  1982.  These  coins  now  have  a  95%  cop¬ 
per  and  5%  zinc  content. 

Commemoratives 

In  general,  price  levels  for  Commemorative  Half 
Dollars  are  slightly  soft  since  last  month’s  report. 
However,  some  market  analysts  believe  prices  are 
artificially  low  and  will  bounce  back  to  previous 
levels  fairly  soon.  Most  high-quality  specimens  are 
not  available  at  current  prices.  (In  fact,  the  quality 
of  some  MS-65  specimens  has  reportedly  been 
lower  than  one  or  two  months  ago.)  Gold  Com¬ 
memoratives,  which  are  registering  low  bid  levels, 
are  still  being  snapped  up  when  they  appear  in 
Uncirculated  condition  on  the  marketplace. 

Currency 

Investors,  realizing  that  the  currency  market 
follows  price  cycles  similar  to  the  rare  coin  market, 
are  beginning  to  buy  U.S.  currency,  particularly 
Gem  quality  notes.  These  buyers  anticipate  that 
the  present  period  of  price  softness  will  be  followed 
by  future  price  advances.  In  fact,  the  influx  of  this 
additional  capital  could  hasten  the  next  phase  of 
the  cycle. 

Uncut  currency  sheets  are  showing  steady  gains, 
particularly  issues  in  Uncirculated  Gem  condition. 
Because  most  series  had  less  than  100  sheets 
originally  issued  —  and  an  average  of  25  to  30  are 
known  to  exist  today  —  it  is  virtually  impossible  to 
complete  a  set.  But  buyers  find  it  a  challenge  to 
obtain  as  many  high-quality  sheets  as  possible. 

New  England  recently  sold  a  1928-C  $2  Gem  New 
Sheet  (unfolded)  for  $5950.

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Peace  Dollars 


Celebrating 
“Peace”  with  a 
Coin

Since  the  1960’s,  when  silver  began  to  be 
phased  out  of  U.S.  coinage,  the  Peace 
Dollar  series  has  enjoyed  nearly  two 
decades  of  steadily  increased  collector  interest  and 
stable  price  advances.  Because  the  entire  set  — 
minted  from  1921-1928,  and  again  in  1934  and 
1935  —  consists  of  only  24  coins,  many  novice  col¬ 
lectors  view  Peace  Dollars  as  a  good  numismatic 
starting  point.  Yet  quality  specimens  of  many 
dates  are  quite  rare,  and  consequently,  completing 
a  mint  state  set  of  Peace  Dollars  is  still  a  rewarding 
numismatic  challenge. 

A  number  of  long-time  hobbyists  have  also  turned 
to  Peace  Dollars.  Many  of  these  collectors  view  the 
completion  of  a  larger  series  as  a  nearly  impossible 
—  not  to  mention  expensive  —  goal.  A  date  and 
mintmark  set  of  Morgan  Dollars,  for  example, 
contains  over  100  coins  and  many  of  the  issues  are 
extremely  elusive  in  mint  state  condition.  The 
Peace  series,  currently  retailing  at  $40,000-$45,000 
in  MS-65,  is  both  affordable  and  obtainable  on  to¬ 
day’s  numismatic  marketplace. 

Peace  Dollars  derive  their  name  from  an  important 
period  in  American  history.  It  was  shortly  after 
World  War  I  and  the  United  States  had  recently 
signed  a  peace  treaty  with  Germany.  Our  country 
was  once  again  on  stable  economic  footing. 
Families  were  reunited  and  looking  to  the  future 
with  hope.  Most  importantly,  the  world  was  at 
peace.  Farren  Zerbe  of  San  Francisco,  official 
historian  for  the  American  Numismatic  Associa¬ 
tion  (ANA),  felt  this  time  of  optimism  should  be 
reflected  in  U.S.  coinage.  The  ANA,  firmly  sup¬ 
porting  Zerbe’s  suggestion,  sponsored  a  bill  asking 
Congress  to  authorize  a  new  silver  dollar  series. 
Though  the  minting  of  silver  dollars  was  sus¬ 
pended  during  the  war,  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Uncirculated  Morgan  Dollars  had  been  stored  in 
Treasury  vaults.  Many  legislators  were  reluctant  to

approve  a  new  series  when  coins  already  minted 
could  be  used.  In  the  end,  the  Peace  Dollar  was 
authorized  without  Congressional  action  under  the 
Pittman  Act  of  1918.  This  law  allowed  for  the  re¬ 
coinage  of  silver  dollars  equal  to  the  amount  that 
had  been  melted  down  for  subsidiary  coinage  or 
for  bullion.  Because  millions  of  Morgan  Dollars 
had  been  melted  down  under  this  act,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  simply  had  to  approve  a 
design  change  for  the  silver  dollar.  The  Morgan 
Dollar  design  had  been  used  for  43  years,  and 
federal  law  allowed  design  changes  every  25  years. 


DeFrancisci’s  Liberty 

Once  the  new  series  was  authorized,  the 
Fine  Arts  Commision  immediately  in¬ 
vited  eight  leading  sculptors  to  submit  a 
suitable  design.  Such  prominent  artists  as  Robert 
Aitken,  Victor  D.  Brenner,  Hermon  A.  MacNeil 
and  Henry  Hering  were  among  those  asked  to  par- 
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Peace  Dollars 


ticipate.  In  less  than  a  month,  a  winner  was 
named.  Anthony  DeFrancisci  of  New  York,  with 
his  novel  design  of  Liberty,  had  captured  the  at¬ 
tention  of  commission  members.  DeFrancisci  was 
an  Italian  immigrant  who  had  studied  under  James 
Earle  Fraser,  creator  of  the  Buffalo  Nickel.  He  had 
recently  married  a  21 -year-old  woman  named 
Teresa  Cafarelli,  who  had  moved  to  the  United 
States  from  Italy  with  her  family.  DeFrancisci  used 
Teresa  as  his  model  of  Liberty  for  the  Peace 
Dollar.  His  impressions  of  Liberty  reflected  vitality, 
youth  and  alertness,  far  from  the  classic,  almost 
matronly  designs  shown  on  the  coins  of  previous 
years.  As  the  artist  once  stated  .  .  the  design  is  a 
composite  face  and  in  that  way  typifies  something 
of  America  ...  I  wanted  the  Liberty  to  express 
something  of  the  spirit  of  the  country  .  .  .  the  in¬ 
tellectual  speed  and  vigour  and  virility  America 
has,  as  well  as  its  youth.”

To  get  the  effect  he  wanted,  DeFrancisci  posed  his 
wife  near  a  window  so  a  breeze  would  give  her  hair 
a  windblown  appearance.  The  end  result  was  a 
profile  of  a  young,  yet  dignified  woman  looking 
toward  the  future.  Her  head  was  crowned  by  a 
tiara  of  rays,  symbolizing  hope.  When  the  coin 
was  released  in  1921,  many  people  objected  that 
DeFrancisci’s  Liberty,  with  her  lips  parted  and  hair 
flying,  looked  startled  and  frenzied,  instead  of  alert. 
The  Wall  Street  Journal  published  an  article  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  coin  as,  “Our  flapper  silver  dollar.” 


The  reverse  of  the  Peace  Dollar  was  also  sur¬ 
rounded  in  controversy.  The  public  was  offended 
that  the  bald  eagle  perched  on  a  mountain  top 
had  its  back  to  the  viewer  since  most  other  designs 
show  the  eagle  facing  forward.  In  DeFrancisci’s 
original  sketch,  the  eagle  also  held  in  its  talons  a 
broken  sword,  symoblizing  disarmament.  But 
because  a  sword  was  believed  to  represent  disgrace 
and  dishonor,  mint  artists  substituted  the  tradi¬ 
tional  olive  branch  in  its  place. 


Problems  With  High  Relief 

DeFrancisci  had  specified  that  the  Peace 
Dollar  be  struck  in  very  high  relief  to 
bring  out  the  details  of  the  design.  (Many 
say  the  artist  was  trying  to  create  a  medal-like  coin 
similar  to  the  experimental  high  relief  St.  Gaudens 
$20  gold  pieces  struck  in  1907.)  However,  the  ex¬ 
treme  striking  pressure  needed  in  this  high-relief 
process  caused  the  mint  dies  to  wear  out  quickly 
or  crack.  In  addition,  complaints  that  the  coins 
were  hard  to  stack  began  pouring  into  the 
Treasury.  To  rectify  these  problems,  less  striking 
pressure  was  used,  which  eliminated  many  details 
of  the  design,  particularly  in  Liberty’s  hair.  But  the 
dies  were  still  wearing  out  rapidly,  so  Mint 
Engraver  George  Morgan  (creator  of  the  Morgan 
Dollar)  made  minor  modifications  to  the  design  by 
adding  two  short  rays  on  the  obverse  and  by 
strengthening  the  letters,  hair  and  facial  details. 

When  these  changes  proved  unsatisfactory, 
Morgan  made  further  modifications  without  the 
consent  of  DeFrancisci.  The  concave  fields  were 
flattened,  the  relief  lowered  and  the  rays,  hairline, 
features,  mountains,  and  olive  branch  were 
changed.  Since  much  of  the  beauty  of  the  Peace 
Dollar  hinged  on  its  extremely  high  relief,  these 
practical  modifications  resulted  in  a  loss  of  the 
coin’s  aesthetic  value.  According  to  numismatic 
market  analyst  Les  Fox,  only  an  estimated  1,400 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  “well  struck”  1921 
Peace  Dollars  have  survived  and  these  coins  com¬ 
mand  extraordinary  premiums  on  the  numismatic 
marketplace.  (Six  high  relief  Peace  Dollars  were 
also  minted  in  1922.  These  coins  have  the  1922 
design  modified.  Today,  only  one  or  two 
specimens  are  known  to  exist  in  mint  state.)

The  loss  of  high-point  detail  on  Peace  Dollars  was 
further  hampered  by  excessive  die  use  in  the 
minting  process.  An  average  of  500,000  coins  were 
struck  per  die  pair,  which  resulted  in  a  further  lack 
of  detail.  Some  dates,  including  the  1922-S,  1923-S 
and  1925-S,  are  virtually  unknown  with  fully 
detailed  wing  features  and  full  hairlines.  The  letters 
and  numbers  on  most  post-1921  Peace  Dollars  are 
also  thin  and  flat,  further  contributing  to  an  in¬ 
complete  appearance  of  the  coins.  This  absence  of 
design  detail  makes  bagmarks  and  other  surface 
abrasions  quite  noticable  on  Peace  Dollars. 


Today,  it  is  estimated  that  nearly  one-fourth  of  all 
Peace  Dollars  issued  have  been  either  melted 
down,  mutilated,  used  for  jewelry,  or  lost  through 
normal  attrition.  Over  the  years,  the  federal 


government  has  melted  millions  of  silver  dollars 
and  converted  them  to  bullion.  During  these 
meltdowns,  Treasury  officials  were  unconcerned 
with  coin  dated,  mintmarks  and  condition,  and 
nearly  the  entire  Uncirculated  mintage  of  some 
issues  was  lost.  In  1942,  for  example,  over  50 
million  silver  dollars  were  melted  for  bullion 
needed  during  World  War  II.  Experts  believe  most 
of  these  coins  were  Peace  Dollars.  Meltdowns  such 
as  this  make  mintage  figures  unreliable  as  in¬ 
dicators  of  scarcity. 


The  Silver  Dollar  Rush 

ntil  the  early  1960’s,  silver  dollars  were 
available  in  large  quantities  virtually  at 
face  value.  The  supply  appeared  to  be  un¬ 
limited.  Collectors  could  often  locate  the  coins 
they  wanted  by  searching  through  mint-sealed 
bags,  or  by  trading  among  themselves.  Contacting 
a  coin  dealer  was  an  unnecessary  step.  According 
to  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  (Red- 
book),  by  R.S.  Yeoman,  a  set  of  Peace  Dollars  cost 
$200  in  1960.  The  following  year,  however,  Presi* 
dent  John  F.  Kennedy  instructed  Treasury 
Secretary  Douglas  Dillon  to  begin  withdrawing 
silver  metal  from  U.S.  monetary  reserves,  and  start 
phasing  out  the  silver  content  in  U.S.  coinage. 
Slowly  at  first,  then  with  a  quickening  pace,  the

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public  began  buying  up  the  supply  of  silver  dollars. 
In  1962,  nearly  35  million  silver  dollars,  including 
thousands  from  the  Peace  series,  were  sold  to  the 
public.  This  figure  soared  to  66  million  in  1963. 
During  the  first  three  months  of  1964,  more  than 
25  million  more  were  drawn  from  Treasury  stocks. 
In  one  two-week  period,  more  than  3  million  silver 
dollars  were  sold  to  people  who  stood  in  lines  a 
block  long  outside  the  Treasury.  By  March  of 
1964,  only  2.9  million  silver  dollars,  mostly  Carson 
City  issues,  remained  in  the  Federal  Reserve.  The 
silver  dollar  rush  had  finally  ground  to  a  halt. 

Many  attributed  this  frenzied  buying  period  to  the 
rising  value  of  silver.  It  became  profitable  to  melt 
the  coins  down  for  their  silver  content.  Mean¬ 
while,  newspaper  articles  predicted  the  silver  dollar 
supply  would  be  depleted,  so  speculators,  afraid  of 
losing  out,  snapped  up  the  coins  in  huge  quan¬ 
tities.  The  public  realized  that  coins  made  of  silver 
would  soon  become  a  part  of  the  past.  It  was  the 
end  of  an  era. 

Ironically,  less  than  six  months  after  the  peak  of 
the  silver  dollar  rush,  on  August  3,  1964,  President 
Lyndon  B.  Johnson  decided  the  country  should 
once  again  coin  silver  dollars.  Under  his  authoriza¬ 
tion,  a  total  of  316,076  Peace  Dollars  were  struck 
at  the  Denver  mint  before  the  Treasury  depart¬ 
ment  squelched  the  idea.  Though  the  coins  were 
melted  under  tight  security,  at  least  six  of  these 
1964  specimens  are  rumored  to  be  in  private  hands 
today.  Since  it  is  presumed  to  be  illegal  to  own  any 
of  the  coins,  their  existence  has  never  been  pub¬ 
licly  verified. 

The  Peace  series  is  an  interesting  mix  of  mint- 
marks,  dates  and  varieties.  Of  the  24  coins,  ten 
were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  mint,  nine  at  the 
San  Francisco  mint,  and  five  at  the  Denver  facili¬ 
ty.  Each  issue  has  its  own  unique  strike  and  luster 
characteristics.  Mintage  variations  further  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  challenge  of  completing  a  set.  One 
key  date,  the  1928-P,  is  the  lowest  mintage  of  the 
series  and  currently  retails  at  $2,000  or  more  in 
MS-65.  The  coin  is  usually  well  struck  and  lustrous 
and  is  part  of  many  collector  want  lists.  The 
1934-S,  retailing  at  $15,000  or  more  in  MS-65,  is 
the  rarest  mint  state  Peace  Dollar.  Though  some 
numismatists  consider  this  coin  to  be  somewhat 
overrated,  it  is  still  referred  to  as  the  “king”  of  the 
set.  In  an  article  by  Bruce  Amspacher  published  in 
the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter,  the  issue  was  cited 


as  having  “.  .  .  almost  hypnotic  effects  on  dealers 
and  collectors  alike.  They  will  buy  a  1923-S  that 
looks  like  it  was  run  over  by  a  train,  but  will  de¬ 
mand  a  ‘gem’  to  fill  the  1934-S  hole  in  the  same 
set  .  .  .  no  American  coin  of  any  denomination  or 
metal  that  sells  for  over  $2,500  is  as  easy  to  sell  as 
the  1934-S  dollar.” 

Several  U.S.  coin  dealers  have  indicated  that  want 
lists  for  silver  dollars  —  particularly  those  of  the 
Peace  series  —  have  quadrupled  since  1975.  This 
skyrocketing  demand  has  heightened  competition 
for  high-quality  specimens.  In  fact,  MS-65  material 
for  many  dates  has  virtually  disappeared  on  the 
marketplace.  Collectors  and  investors  are  quickly 
turning  to  MS-63  coins  to  complete  their  sets. 
With  interest  at  this  level,  Peace  Dollars  are  clearly 
valuable  additions  to  any  numismatic  collection.

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New  England  Celebrates 
National  Coin  Week

The  American  Numismatic  Association 
has  designated  April  19-25  as  National 
Coin  Week  1981.  Dedicated  to  “Coins: 
An  Enduring  Reflection  of  Man,”  National  Coin 
Week  encourages  coin  dealers,  clubs,  and  in¬ 
dividuals  to  nurture  numismatics  among  the 
general  public  through  shows,  exhibits,  and  educa¬ 
tional  promotions. 

New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  will  begin  its 
own  festivities  by  celebrating  April  21  as  New 
England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  Day  in  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts.  As  proclaimed  by 
Governor  Edward  King,  New  England  Rare  Coin 
Galleries  Day  is  designated  “a  day  to  celebrate  the 
continued  growth  and  development  of  New 
England  Rare  Coin  Galleries  and  its  continuous 
endeavors  to  increase  and  broaden  the  future  of 
numismatic  investor  and  collector  opportunities.” 

The  day  will  be  marked  by  a  champagne  reception 
in  New  England’s  Boston  gallery  for  local  press 
and  business  leaders.  The  governor’s  proclama¬ 
tion  and  special  exhibits  of  American  coinage  will 
be  on  display  both  during  New  England  Rare 
Coin  Galleries  Day  and  throughout  National 
Coin  Week. 


Another  outstanding  display  during  the  week  will 
be  the  1866  “No  Motto”  Silver  Dollar.  Possibly  the 
most  valuable  coin  in  the  world,  the  No  Motto 
has  an  estimated  worth  of  $1  million.  It  is  one  of 
only  two  1866  silver  dollars  struck  without  the 
motto  “In  God  We  Trust.”  And  since  the  only 
other  known  specimen  was  stolen  from  the  Du¬ 


Pont  Collection  over  ten  years  ago,  the  No  Motto 
to  be  displayed  in  New  England’s  gallery  is  a  one- 
of-a-kind  piece  of  matchless  numismatic  interest. 

Another  National  Coin  Week  exhibit  will  be  the 
Walter  Schirra  space  medals.  Schirra,  who  was 
very  active  in  the  space  program  from  the  late  fif¬ 
ties  through  the  early  seventies,  actually  took  four 
of  these  medals  into  space  with  him.  These  four 
commemorative  medals  —  two  in  silver  plated 
bronze,  one  sterling  silver  and  one  14  karat  gold  — 
will  later  be  sold  at  the  Long  Beach  Sale,  June  4-6. 
Each  medal  will  be  sold  with  a  certificate  signed  by 
Walter  Schirra  and  attesting  to  the  fact  that  the 
medal  accompanied  him  into  space. 


The  remaining  ten  space  medals  to  be  displayed 
during  the  week  commemorate  the  launchings  of 
Apollos  7  through  17.  These  sterling  silver  medals 
were  struck  by  the  Robbins  Company  of 
Attleboro,  Massachusetts,  and  were  given  to 
Schirra  in  recognition  of  his  continued  efforts  on 
behalf  of  the  space  program. 

Several  of  NERCG’s  National  Coin  Week  displays 
will  trace  the  history  of  American  coinage.  Among 
these  will  be  exhibits  of  1863  Postal  Currency  Pat¬ 
terns  and  of  the  original  plaster  casts  used  in  the 
design  of  the  Buffalo  Nickel. 

Postal  Currency  represents  an  especially  interesting 
period  in  numismatic  history.  The  Civil  War  was 
waging,  metal  for  coins  was  scarce,  and  counter¬ 
feiting  was  rampant.  In  desperation,  President 
Abraham  Lincoln  authorized  the  use  of  actual 
postage  stamps  as  currency.  Shortly  afterwards, 
though,  these  were  replaced  by  postage  currency 
notes,  which  merely  bore  imprints  of  the  current 
five  and  ten-cent  stamps. 

New  England’s  postal  currency  display  will  consist 
of  ten  coins  and  five  original  mint  envelopes.

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On  the  original  plaster  casts  used  as  models  for  the 
popular  Buffalo  Nickel,  artist  James  Earle  Fraser 
depicted  an  American  Indian  on  the  obverse,  and 
a  buffalo,  (actually  a  bison),  on  the  reverse.  In  no 
mean  feat,  Fraser  reproduced  a  1,550  pound 
animal  on  a  coin  just  21.2  millimeters  in  diameter. 

Finally,  to  complete  New  England’s  observance  of 
National  Coin  Week,  we  have  set  aside  Thursday, 
April  23  and  Friday,  April  24  as  Discover  Coins 
Days.  During  these  two  days,  the  public  is  en¬ 
couraged  to  bring  coins  into  New  England’s  gallery 
for  free,  on-the-spot  appraisal. 

New  England  Rare  Coin  Galleries’  participation  in 
National  Coin  Week  is  intended  to  recognize 
coins,  not  only  as  a  medium  of  exchange,  but  also 
as  a  reflection  of  American  history  and  as  works 
of  art. 

We  hope  that,  as  collectors  and  investors,  you  will 
take  advantage  of  National  Coin  Week  to  fill  in 
any  gaps  in  your  numismatic  knowledge.  And,  if 
you  are  anywhere  in  the  Boston  area,  we  invite 
you  to  visit  New  England’s  gallery,  view  our  ex¬ 
hibits,  and  talk  with  the  professional  numismatists 
who  will  be  on  hand  to  answer  any  questions.

Fractional  currency  is  also  showing  strong  price 
advances,  though  there  is  a  lack  of  Choice  and 
Gem  material  on  the  market. 

World  Coins 

American  dealers,  taking  advantage  of  the  in¬ 
creased  value  of  the  U.S.  dollar  on  the  interna¬ 
tional  marketplace,  are  snapping  up  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  world  coins  in  Choice  condition.  While 
the  value  of  the  German  mark,  Swiss  franc  and 
English  pound  have  declined,  the  U.S.  dollar  rose 
about  20%  since  January.  American  dealers, 
realizing  this  is  an  opportune  time  to  buy  foreign 
coins,  have  quickly  become  a  leading  force  in  the 
world  coin  market.  These  buyers  are  competitively 
seeking  and  driving  up  the  prices,  of  a  depleting 
supply  of  high-quality  world  coins.  For  example,  at 
the  Chicago  International  Coin  Fair  Auction,  vir¬ 
tually  all  Gem  Uncirculated  coinage  traded  hands 
at  30-40%  over  estimates.  At  the  same  time,  lower 
grade  material  languished.  (Many  attendees 
travelled  from  as  far  as  Central  Europe  to  buy  the 
few  Choice  specimens  that  were  available.) 


Don  Warner  Sale 
realizes  $170,000 


New  England  Rare  Coin  Auctions’  sale  of  the 
Don  Warner  Collection,  held  April  4  in  New 
York  City,  sparked  the  interest  of  hundreds  of 
political  memorabilia  collectors  from  across  the  na¬ 
tion.  In  all,  the  assortment  of  nearly  500  lots  of 
rare  and  classic  items  brought  $170,000. 

The  hands-down  auction  highlight  was  the  sale  of 
an  exceedingly  rare  1920  celluloid  button,  dating 
from  the  unsuccessful  presidential  campaign  of 
James  M.  Cox  and  his  running-mate  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt.  After  a  competitive  bidding  showdown, 
Joseph  M.  Jacobs,  a  labor  lawyer  from  Chicago, 

Ill.,  bought  the  piece  for  $30,000,  three  times  its 
estimated  value.  The  sale  set  a  record  for  a  single 
political  campaign  button  offered  to  the  public. 

The  button  was  an  important  addition  to  Jacobs’ 
10, 000-piece  collection  of  Cox-Roosevelt  artifacts. 

Later  in  the  session,  another  Cox-Roosevelt  jugate 
button  auctioned  for  an  impressive  $3,300,  while  a 
John  W.  Davis  —  Charles  W.  Bryan  piece  brought 
$4,200.  There  are  only  three  of  this  variety  known 
to  exist  today. 

Another  auction  standout  was  an  1840  Martin 
Van  Buren  portrait  brooch  which  realized  $1,600. 
A  rare  ambrotype  portrait  of  Abraham  Lincoln  set 
in  an  ornate  gilded  brass  frame  auctioned  for 
$1,600.  Later,  a  Lewis  Cass  portrait  ribbon  realized 
$1,900.
